Big Koje Rebellion

Koje Island, Korea (JP)—Tough 


U. 8. paratroopers today cracked 
the Communist prisoner of war re- 
bellion in a rip-snorting- 2^4 -hour 
battle that left notorious Com- 
pound 76 a flaming, bloody deso- 
late ruin. 


Thirty prisoners died and 152 


were wounded. 


Two Americans were killed and 


19 wounded. 


The fight broke out when the 


POWS disobeyed orders to move 
peaceably into new, smaller en- 
closures of about BOO each. 


U; 8. Army Intelligence officers 


found a master plan in 76 to liber- 
ate all 80,000 Communist prisoners 
on Koje. It called for the Reds to

Big Flood Control 
Project Urged for 
Susquehanna River 


Washington (JP)—A 76 million 


dollar flood control project for the 
West Branch of the Susquehanna 
River in Pennsylvania has been 
recommended by the Army District 
and Division Engineers. 


But the recommendation was 


without a controversial hydro-elec- 
tric power feature. 


Information on the recommen- 


dation was given to Sen. Duff 
(R.-Pa.) yesterday by Col. B. B. 
Talley, North Atlantic Division 
Engineer, in advance of a public 
announcement. 


The flood-control dams recom- 


mended are the same aa those rec- 
ommended previously. Missing this 
time is the previously proposed 
Keating multiple-purpose reservoir 
on the West Branch about 4.2 
miles above the mouth of Sinnema- 
honing Creek. 


Opposition was voiced against 


the proposed hydro-electric dam at 
a hearing a year ago by many Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania residents and 
(foal and railroad interests. 


Talley said the estimated first 


cost of $74,930,000 for the pro- 
posed project was based on Janu- 
ary, 1952, prices. 
Estimated an- 


nual maintenance and operation 
costs would be $120,000, he said.

Borough Council took long strides toward solving the 
parking problem which is strangling retail business in War- 
ren when, at Monday night's regular meeting, it passed an 
ordinance to establish a Parking Authority. Having passed 
the ordinance on first reading and then on second reading, 
under a suspension of the rules, early during the meeting, 
Council returned to the question just before adjournment, 
and after considerable discussion and many questions, passed 
the ordinance on a third and final reading. 


It having been ascertained that members of the Authority 


should be selected by the president of Council, Borough Sol- 
icitor S. Knox Harper had included the selection of President 
William E. Rice in the prepared ordinance, as follows: 
Nat W. Drake, for five years; 
H. B. Pettit, for foiur years; 
C. T. Berdine, for three years; 
William C. Fuellhart, for two year*; and 
Raymond E. Johnson, for one year. 


Councilman W. Beyer Africa cast the only dissenting vote 


throughout the proceedings, and clarified his opposition when 
he said he felt no bonding or banking institution "in itg right 
mind" would loan funds for establishment of a Parking 
Authority in a town of 15,000 hi 14.

Supreme Court To 
Give an Opinion On 
School Segregation 


Washington (&) — The Supreme 


Court tod»y agreed to ny whether 
segregation of white and Negro 
children 
in 
elementary 
public 


schools should be outlawed. 


The court granted hearing* en 


two appeals by Negro parents who 
claim segregation is a "atlmaUz- 
ing badge of inferiority" which 
has a bad effect upon their chil- 
dren. They contend segregation 
therefore violatea the constitution- 
al guarantee of equal protection of 
the laws. 


The appeals contest the valid- 


ity of segregation only 'in schools 
in Topeka, Kas., 'and Clarendon 
County, S. C.. However, tlie out- 
come. of the cases will affect public 
school segregation generally. 


The high tribunal will hear ar- 


guments on both appeals during its 
new term which -begins Oct. 6 
and may hand down a decision late 
this year or early in 1953. 


G6v. James F. Byrnes, of South 


Carolina, has said that If his state 
loses its fight in the courts to 
maintain segregation, the 
public 


school systems 'there will be aban- 
doned. 


Other southern states — notably 


Georgia, Virginia and Alabama — 
have taken steps which could lead 
to abolition of the public school 
system, in favor of privately-oper- 
ated classrooms.

WE NEED TO BE ALERT 


Enterprising groups interested in keeping Amer- 


ica alert to danger might do the country a service 
by preparing a sort of five-foot shelf of books and 
other materials which expose how Communists really 
operate. 


There has been an extraordinary growth in the 


last year or so in the documentary evidences of Com- 
munist activity. Fortunately, a high proportion of 
it appears wholly reliable. 


Some prime examples are Whittaker Chambers' 


autobiography, "Witness," Herbert Philbrick's story 
of his double life as Communist Party member and 
FBI agent and the current series in the Saturday 
Evening Post on the espionage activities of Klaus 
Fuchs, German-born British atomic scientist who 
gave the Russians the atom bomb. 


No catalog of first-rate materials in this field 


would be quite complete without a copy of the 
new American film, "Walk East on Beacon," which 
presents in an unadorned straightforward manner 
not only Communist methods but FBI technique^ in 
tracking down Red spies in an actual case. 


If thinking Americans could take advantage of 


all these materials, they would be in a far better posi- 
tion to judge the nature and extent of the Communist 
threat within our borders. 


They would be clear on one Important fundament- 


al which now is clouded in confusion. That is that 
the spy and the policy-influencer are seldom, if ever, 
the same. All the things which a man has to do to 
influence policy, openly advocating pro-Soviet views, 
sabotaging American attitudes, are calculated to 
arouse suspicion of him. The good spy is in the 
business of not arousing suspicion. 


Klaus Fuchs is a perfect example. He was a 


Communist, with definite convictions. At first he 
kept the fact quiet in his adopted Britain because he 
saw it as a handicap to his developing career as a 
scientist. ,But once he began spying for Russia, he 
had a better reason. 


Fuchs became almost a model for a scientist 


working on a secret wartime project. He did noth- 
ing to stir suspicion. He aligned himself, not too 
ostentatiously, with those who were "tough about 
security." He usually spoke against releasing classi- 
fied information to the public. 


This pose helped make him a perfect "sleeper" 


- - - a spy whose habits are so circvimspect that he 
virtually never draws attention. 
A spy net func- 


tions best with a host of sleepers. Alger Hiss was 
one. 


That's why character testimonials In the Hiss 


trial and similar proceedings are really beside the 
point. Of coursp the spy can produce men to attest 
to his character. He would not be a spy if he could 
not. If he went around arousing everybody's suspi- 
cion, spouting Soviet propaganda and the like, his 
usefulness to a potential enemy would be zero. 


The policy-influencer has his role, too, but it is a 


distinct one. Those who see the two roles as inter- 
changeable are simply ill-informed about Communist 
methods. They need to read the five-foot shelf of 
documentary materials. 


They do not know the enemy - - - or where he 


might be found!

The free world's struggle against Communism is 


not confined to the field of battle, the "cold war" of 
diplomacy, or even the war of ideas waged on a grand 
scale by the Voice of America and similar agencies 
seeking to penetrate the Iron Curtain with messages 
of truth.

Of Columbia River Years Off

QRAND COULEE DAM, Wash.—(NBA)—People In the Columbia 
^•^ River valley can give full bi-partisan support to one idea, any- 
way. They agree that everything possible should be done to develop 
their greatest natural resource, which Is this mighty Columbia River, 


The idea of a Columbia River Valley "Authority" to run the whole 


works seems definitely shelved. All the states have rejected it- 
Washington, Oregon, Montana, Idaho and Wyoming. 


But the need for a "water master" to control all the dams on the 


main river and its tributaries grows more pressing every day that 
development progresses in a half dozen different directions. 


This control can apparently come only through an inter-state com- 
pact A commission to study and promote this agreement is now at 
work under the chairmanship of Frank Banks, the man generally 
credited with having built Grand Coulee Dam. But final agreement 
is perhaps years away. 


The Army Engineers who built Grand Coulee will build all dams 


downstream from here. Bureau of Reclamation will build all dams 
upstream. Engineers will handle all flood control and navigation 
works. Reclamation will handle all power sales and irrigation projects.

Crab Gi&ss Control by 
Chemicals Now Possible 


A WeedteM Lawn Wltfaoat Har* Work U Ifaw 


Crab grass, loof the No. 1 summer 
pest of lawns, can now be controlled 
by chemical treatment. In infancy it 
is not easily „ distinguished in the 
lawn but in midsummer it ruins the 
appearance of lawns. , 


You may know crab grass as wire 
grass, water grass, or even quack 
grass, though the real quack is 
quite different. Crab grass is killed 
by frost, but starts from seed in 
early summer. In midsummer it 
becomes conspicuous for its coarse 
stems, difficult for the lawn mower 
to cut, and soon develops rusty red 
seed stalks which discolor the lawn, 
and drop seed for the next year's 
crop. 


No effective and economical meth- 
od of eradicating this pest was'ever 
found, until chemical weed killers 
were developed, and it resisted the 
first one, 
2.4D, which deals with 
most other lawn weeds. Consider- 
able success has been had by those 
who use PMAS, the initials standing 
for the chemicals in the formula- 
tion, chiefly mercury. A more effec- 
tive chemical, potassium cyanate, 
then was released, after tests by 
both government and state experi- 
ment stations. 


Though PMAS is poisonous, potas- 
sium cyanate is harmless to ani- 
mals, Including pets and children; 
in spite of the resemblance of its 
name to the deadly potassium cya- 
nide. It has been used lor years by 
oiion growers to kill weeds in their 
fields, among which crab grass Was 
present Since it killed erab grass 
along with the others. It was tried 


out for lawn use, and proved to kill 
both this pest and ehickweed, with- 
out Injuring the grass. Temporary 
yellowing of the grass may b* 
noticed after an application, but it 
lasts only a few days, and the chemi- 
cal breaks down into potash and 
nitrogen, both plant foods, to that 
growth may be stimulated by tha 
application. 
Two sprayings are recommended, 


the first when plants are first de- 
tected, the next before the plants 
which may escape the first treat- 
ment go to seed. Use a sprayer, to 
apply the solution in a mist which 
will coat the grass leaves. Follow 
direction accurately, and do not 
spray dry grass. Either water the 
lawn before spraying, or apply just 
after a rain. 
Annual spraying may be neces- 
sary until your neighbors spraw 
their lawns and the production of 
seed to be carried by the wind and 
by birds is ended. 


If you have not sprayed your lawn 


with 2.4D this year, a combination 
of 2.4D with potassium cyanato will 
kill nearly all lawn weeds with on* 
spraying. When you do this you maj 
find many vacant places In your 
lawn, where the weeds formerly 
grew. An application of plant feed 
to stimulate growth of tn« re- 
maining grass wUl quickly eover 
these vacant places with flna lawn 
grasses.

SIGN NEW AID BILL

Washington 
(IP)—The 
Senate 


yesterday passed the $6,447,730,750 
compromise foreign aid bill. 


The vote sent the measure to the 


White House where President 
Truman is expected to sign it al- 
though it falls short of the $.7,900,- 
000,000 he asked. 


Forty-one Democrats and 18 Re- 


publicans joined to give the bill 
59 votes. Eleven senators opposed 
it—10 Republicans and a lone 
Democrat, Olin Johnston (D.-S.C.). 


The authorization measure fixes 


a ceiling on the money to be made 
available in the fiscal year start- 
Ing July 1. Congress must pass 
a second measure actually provid- 
ing the money; the House appro- 
priations committee has started 
work on this. 


In passing the foreign aid bill, 


the Senate turned down a plea of 
Sen. 
Kem (R.-Mo.) to send the 


measure back to conference with 
the House and restore to it a ban 
on aid to any country which sends 
armaments or war-useful mater- 
ials to a Red nation.
